£14,809 in respect of patent rights and goodwill the total credit to 
profit and loss account at December 31, 1935, was £122,582, while 
to the debit of the account there are directors’ fees £2,299, divi- 
dend on preference shares £14,000, and the transfer to general re- 
serve of £10,000. 

The interim dividend of 3 per cent. (less income-tax) on the 
ordinary shares already paid absorbs £20,531, leaving, with the 
balance of £78,030 brought forward, an amount of £153,782, out 
of which we recommend the payment of a final dividend at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per annum (less income tax) on the ordinary 
shares, making-a total of 9 per cent. (less income tax). We 
also recommend on the ‘‘ A’”’ and “‘ B’’ deferred shares a divi- 
dend of 9 per cent. (less income tax) for the year, as compared 
with 8 per cent. last year on both the ordinary and deferred.

INCREASED DIVIDEND

extensive reorganisation and improvement, and these steps have 
resulted in a considerable improvement in the technical and 
general efficiency of our products. 

In the home markets we have further strengthened our poi- 
tion and have substantially extended the scope of our business, 
while also our several associated units abroad have almost with. 
out exception contributed to the improvement. 

It is satisfactory that we are able to recommend an increased 
dividend distribution on the capital of the company enlarged by 
the issue of ordinary and preference shares in May last year. — 


PROMISING RESERVES POSITION 


In connection with this new issue, as already explained in the 
report, we have utilised a portion of the premium received to 
write down the value of certain capital assets, and the balance 
has been carried to general reserve. The contingency reserve of 
£43,000 remains undisturbed, and at the moment this sum is not 
required ; consequently the figure in question is actually a free 
reserve. 

Altogether the reserves and carry forward shown in the 
balance sheet amount to approximately £908,000. This figure re. 
presents a steady growth over the past three years, and bearing 
in mind that full and ample provision for depreciation of all 
kinds, and every reasonable contingency, has already been made, 
your directors consider this figure more than ample for all re. 
quirements. 


STRONG LIQUID RESOURCES 


As you will notice from the balance sheet, cash and funds stand 
at the substantial figure of £746,000, and I have no doubt 
in due course opportunities will present themselves for suitable 
and profitable employment of some portion of these cash resources. 

[ have been asked to amplify the reference in the report to the 
fact that we have not taken credit for our share of profits in one 
of our associated oversea companies. The company in question 
usually closes its accounts in time for our share of its dividend 
to be included in our accounts for the current year, but owing 
to extensions and reorganisation of the unit it has not been pos- 
sible this year, so that the amount of such profits accruing to us 
on account of the year 1935 will be additionally available to us 
in the current year. 

The re-election of the directors‘and auditors followed, and the 
meeting terminated after a hearty vote of thanks to the chair- 
man, proposed by Mr. W. C. Howard.

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Shipping Movements at U.K. Ports (Page 486) 

The net tonnage of the vessels that-arrived in the 
foreign trade with cargo in February, 1936, was 5-7 per 
cent. more than in February, 1935, while that which 
arrived in ballast was 1-2 per cent. less. Departures 
with cargo showed an increase of 2:1 per cent. and 
departures in ballast were of 10°9 per cent. greater 
tonnage. In the coasting trade there were all-round 
increases, arrivals and departures with cargo being 
10°0 and 9°0 and in ballast 10-2 and 6°5 per cent. 
larger, respectively, than a year ago. 


Suez and Panama Canal Traffic in 1935 (Page 489) 
An increase of 3:3 per cent., as compared with 
1934, in the total tonnage passing through the Suez 
Canal was entirely due to the traffic resulting from 
the Italo-Ethiopian conflict. British shipping 
formed 48 per cent. of the total as compared with 
54 per cent. in both 1934 and 1933, the Italian pro- 
portion rising to 18°5 per cent. in 1935 from 6°6 per 
cent. in 1934. Commercial traffic through the 
Panama Canal diminished last year by 75 per cent. 
as compared with 1934. United States tonnage 
formed 42-9 per cent. and British shipping 24:1 per 
cent. of the total in 1935, as compared with 44-9 and 
24-2 per cent. respectively in the previous year. 


Competitive Imports into New Zealand (Page 497) 
Detailed figures of value are given of the more 
important imports into New Zealand during the 
third quarter of last year and of the shares of the 
leading contributing countries. 





United States Trade in 1935 (Page 498) 

Imports increased by 24 per cent., as compared 
with 1934, to 2,047 million dollars, and exports rose 
by 7 per cent. to 2,281 million dols., the active mer.

SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN FEBRUARY 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during February, 1936, with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival, amounted to 5,942,000 tons, or 323,000 
tons (5°7 per cent.) more than in February, 1935. This 
increase is considerably more than might have been 
expected as a result of the extra day in February this 
year. Increases were recorded for the majority of the 
trading areas specified in the returns, the largest being 
in respect of ‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’ and the 
Atlantic and Pacific Coasts of North America. The 
largest decline was recorded for “‘ East Africa, Persian 
Gulf, India,’’ reflecting smaller shipments of refined 
petroleum from Iran; there was also a considerable 
reduction in the tonnage that arrived with cargo from 
** South and Central America—Pacific Coast,’’ ‘* Cen- 
tral and Eastern Mediterranean Countries ’’ and 
‘** West Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast).’’ 
As regards the nationalities of the vessels, British ton- 
nage increased by 64,000 tons (2 per cent.), German by 
99,000 tons (36 per cent.), Dutch by 44,000 tons (19 per 
eent.), while Swedish, Panamanian and Russian ton- 
nage contributed largely to an increase of 119,000 tons 
(15 per cent.) in respect of ‘‘ Other Nationalities.’’ The 
only decrease shown was for Norwegian tonnage, which 
declined by 26,000 tons (8 per cent.). About 60 per 
cent. of the net tonnage that arrived with cargo in 
February, 1936, was British, as compared with 62 per 
cent. in February, 1935. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
February, 1936, at any port without cargo for discharge 
at that port (recorded as arriving in ballast) totalled 
2,205,000 tons, or 26,000 tons (1:2 per cent.) less than 
a year ago. British tonnage showed a small decrease 





of 15,000 tons (1 per cent.) as compared with a year 
ago, while Dutch, German and French tonnage in- 
creased by 44,000 tons (51 per cent.), 29,000 tons (17 
per cent.) and 24,000 tons (16 per cent.), respectively. 
These increases were, however, offset by a decrease of 
109,000 tons (30 per cent.) in the tonnage of vessels of 
‘“ Other Nationalities ’’—due mainly to a reduction in 
the tonnage of Greek, Danish, Swedish and Spanish 
vessels. The British proportion of the net tonnage 
that arrived in ballast was about 61 per cent., the same 
as in February, 1935, while of the total British tonnage 
that arrived, 27 per cent. was in ballast in the later, 
and 28 per cent. in the earlier period. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during February, 1936, from ports 
at which they had loaded cargo for abroad aggregated 
4,912,000 tons, or 99,000 tons (2°1 per cent.) more than 
in the corresponding month last year. There were in- 
creases in the tonnage that departed with cargo for the 
majority of the trading areas, the largest being m 
respect of *‘ North America—Atlantice Coast,’’ Austra- 
lasia and Irish Free State, the increase in the case of 
the last-mentioned area being due to greater exports of 
coal, There was also a large proportionate increase for 
‘“* West and South Africa.’’ The only decline of any 
significance was recorded for tonnage departing with 
eargo for ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
Countries,’’ this being due, as in previous months, to 4 
reduction in exports to Italy. British tonnage ™- 
creased by 100,000 tons (3 per cent.), German by 39, 
tons (17 per cent.) and Dutch by 28,000 tons (15 pet 
cent.). On the other hand, a reduction of 85,000 tons 
(11 per cent.) was shown in the tonnage of vessels of 
‘* Other Nationalities ’’—due largely to a decrease 
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principal tonnage (and percentage) increases and 
decreases at those ports, as compared with February, 
1935, were as follows :— 
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the departures of vessels under the Danish flag. About 
64 per cent. of the net tonnage that departed with 
eargo in February, 1936, was British, as against 63 per 
cent, a year earlier. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad 
(recorded as departing in ballast). amounted during the Thous. Thous. 
month to 3,489,000 tons, or 342,000 tons (10-9 per cent.) — — 
more than in February, 1935. _ British tonnage was eg sematie—~—— Fae

SUEZ AND PANAMA CANALS 


TRAFFIC IN 1935 


In an article in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 12, 
1935 (pages 362-3), particulars were given of the com- 
mercial traffic through the Panama Canal for the year 
ended June 30, 1935, as compared with preceding 
years. Particulars are now available in respect of the 
traffic passing through the Suez Canal during the year 
1935, and in the following article these figures are 
compared with those for recent years, for 1924 and for 
‘pre-war period, certain figures relating to the 
Panama Canal also being added for purposes of com- 
parison. Owing to a change in the classification 
adopted by the Suez Canal Company in analysing the 
traffic through that Canal, the ensuing tables are 
necessarily eompiled on a somewhat different basis 
from those contained in the article on the traffic in 
1934, which appeared in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 14, 
1935, and those previously appearing in the same 
series. 


SUEZ CANAL 


The following table shows the total net tonnage of 
vessels using the Suez Canal in the vears 1924, and 
1931 to 1985, together with the average for the years 
1909 to 1918, the principal nationalities of the vessels 
being distinguished :—

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The total tonnage passing through the Canal last 
year was 1,060,000 tons (3°3 per cent.) more than in 
the previous year. This increase was entirely due to 
the traffic resulting from the Italo-Ethiopian conflict, 
the tonnage of which was rather more than 4 million 
tons, so that for ordinary traffic there was a decline of 
over 3 million tons to a total about the same as that 
recorded for 1932. Part of this decline may, however, 
to some extent be attributed to the conflict, since 
owing to the unsettled conditions prevailing a certain 
amount of shipping was diverted from the Canal to 
other routes. A further cause of the decline was the 
opening of the pipe line from Iraq to the Mediter- 
ranean coast, which led to a reduction in the tanker 
tonnage (both full and in ballast) passing through the 
Canal. 


It will be seen from the table on page 489 that in 
1909-13 British shipping formed 62:5 per cent. of the 
total shipping using the Canal, but this proportion has 
not been reached during recent years, the figures for 
1924 and 1925 being about 60 per cent., for 1926-29, 57 
per cent.; for 1930-32, 55 per cent.; and for 1933 and 
1934, 54 per cent. In 1935 the proportion fell to 48 per 
cent., due partly to a decline in the total British ship- 
ping using the Canal and partly to the large increase in 
the Italian tonnage, which rose from 2,089,000 tons 
(66 per cent. of the total) in 1934 to 6,077,000 tons 
(18-5 per cent. of the total) in 1985. Last year was the 
first in which the British tonnage has fallen to below 
half the total. 


Apart from 1926, the amount of British tonnage 
using the Canal increased steadily in each year from 
1920 to 1929, when it was 69 per cent. above the pre- 
war average; in the following three years it declined 
appreciably and in 1932 it was only 39 per cent. above 
that average. In both 1933 and 1934 there 


was a recovery, the tonnage in the latter year 
being about 52 per cent. above the pre-war figure. In 


1935, however, a very marked reduction in British 
tonnage occurred, and the figure (15,735,000 tons) was 
about the same as in 1932, and only 39 per cent. above 
the pre-war average. 


The increase in Italian tonnage has already been 
mentioned, and Italy last year rose from the fourth to 
the second place among the countries whose vessels 
used the Canal, being followed by Germany and the 
Netherlands, who held the second and third positions 
in 1934. Then came France, Norway and Japan, in the 
same positions as in 1934. The tonnage of each of 
these five countries was, however, lower than in 1934; 
the Japanese tonnage fell by one-third, and the decline 
in the case of each of the other countries was about 
10 per cent. 


The following table shows, for 1924 and each of the 
last seven years—i.e. since the peak year 1929—the 
net tonnage of the vessels passing through the Canal, 
divided according to the services on which they were

The total tonnage of mail vessels using the Canal 
has shown little change in the last three years, and this 
applies also to the tonnage of the principal countries 
operating mail services. Among the less important 
countries there has been a marked increase in Nor- 
wegian mail tonnage and decreases for the other two 
Scandinavian countries. 

For the other categories of vessels, details by flags 
are only available in respect of last year, and the 
following table shows the principal nationalities using 
the Canal; separate particulars of tankers and other 
vessels in ballast are not shown by flags. Figures for 
mail steamers are included, so that the table also 
indicates the relative importance of mail services in 
the traffic under the various flags.

This table shows that of the principal users of the 
Canal, the British, Norwegian, United States, Greek 
and Swedish flags had a smaller tonnage of mail 
vessels than of other commercial vessels passing with 
cargo through the Canal; the next four largest users 
after the United Kingdom, however, owed their posi- 
tion to the regular maintenance of mail services, as 
also did Denmark. Of. the non-mail vessels carrying 
cargo through the Canal last year about 70 per cent. 
flew the British flag; the next largest tonnage was the 
Italian—6 per cent. of the total. Of the vessels in 
ballast, just under one-half was British, and nearly 
40 per cent. Italian; the Italian proportion was, of 
course, exceptionally high owing to the passage of 
vessels returning to Italy from East Africa. In 1934, 
the tonnage passing through the Canal in ballast was 
4,418,000 tons, of which 4,270,000 tons was from 
North to South and consisted to a considerable extent 
of tankers; in 1935, of the total of 4,705,000 tons, only 
2,890,000 tons was in the North to South direction, @ 
decline of 32 per cent. Empty tanker tonnage in this 
direction declined by 23 per cent. and other tonnage in 
ballast by 49 per cent., the former decline being due, in 
part at any rate, to the opening of the pipe line from 
Traq to the Mediterranean. On the other hand, the 
South to North tonnage in ballast rose from 148,009 
tons in 1934 to 1,815,000 tons in 1935. 
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The column relating to war vessels and military 
transports reflects the activity of Italy in the East 
African campaign. The only other significant figure is 
that for British vessels, due to the annual trooping 
movement to and from India and the Far East, and 
the relief of the British warships on the China station. 

The average tonnage of the vessels using the Canal, 
after increasing from 5,596 tons net in 1931 to 5,632 
tons net in 1932 and 5,657 tons net in 1933, declined 
to 5,607 tons net in 1984 and further to 5,476 tons net 
in 1985—the lowest recorded since 1929, when the 
average was 5,334 tons net. These variations may be 
related to the proportion of vessels carrying mails ‘and 
to changes in their average size. Thus in the years 
1931 to 1935 the average size of mail vessels was 6,938, 
7,350, 7,394, 7,320 and 7,197 tons net, respectively, 
while in 1929 the average size was only 6,625 tons net 
and the proportion of mail vessel tonnage to total 
tonnage was barely 31 per cent. Countries having in 
1935 an average tonnage of their ships considerably 
below the general average were Greece (2,962 tons), 
Russia (3,293 tons) and Italy: (4,668 tons), while coun- 
tries whose vessels had an average tonnage substan- 
tially in excess of the general average were the 
Netherlands (6,894 tons), France (6,499 tons), United 
States (6,295 tons) and Japan (6,286 tons). 


The total number of passengers passing through the 
Canal last year was 625,000, compared with 262,000 in 
1934; most of the inerease was of course due to the 
movement of Italian troops—totalling 320,000, but the 
table in the next column indicates that there was also 
a striking increase in civilian passengers from Italy. 
The following table shows the movement of passengers

No further information regarding civilian passengers 
is given in the periodical returns published by the Suez 
Canal Company, but the returns of Suez Canal traffic 
published quarterly by the Egyptian Government give 
certain particulars of the movement, though the total 
figures do not agree precisely with those given above. 
According to these returns the total number of civilian 
passengers in 1984 was about 202,000, of whom 98,000 
passed from North to South, and 104,000 in the oppo- 
site direction. Corresponding information for 1935 is 
not yet available beyond the middle of the year. 

The analysis of these totals by the flags of the vessels 
on which the passengers were carried is shown in the

While this table does not of course relate specifically 
to the destination of the passengers, e.g. vessels pro- 
ceeding to Australia or Dutch East Indies may land 
passengers at Singapore, it indicates clearly the pre- 
ponderance of the British flag in traffic between the 
British Countries, and to a lesser extent on vessels 
whose ultimate destination was Japan. In the ease of 
passengers proceeding on vessels to or from the other 
countries mentioned in the table practically the whole 
number was carried in vessels flying the national flag. 


PANAMA CANAL 


The following figures show the total net tonnage of 
the commercial! traffic using the Panama Canal during 
the same post-war years. While the figures for 1934 
and 1935, owing to the raising of the exemption limit 
for small vessels in 1934, are not absolutely comparable 
with those for earlier years, the differences are of a 
negligible order—see note to the article on Panama

In 1924 the commercial tonnage passing through the 
Suez Canal was approximately equal to that passing 
through the Panama Canal. From 1924 to 1929, with 
the exception of temporary set-backs, in 1926 in the 
case of the Suez Canal and in 1925 in the case of the 
Panama Canal, the tonnage passing through both 
canals increased from year to year, but in the years 
1930 to 1982 there was, in respect of each canal, a 
marked decrease in tonnage. The increase from 1924 
to 1929 in the case of the Suez Canal was 33°7 per cent., 
and for the Panama Canal 24:3 per cent., while the 
proportionate declines in 1932 from the 1929 totals were 
15°7 per cent. and 25-4 per cent., respectively. The 
growth of the traffic through the Panama Canal from 
1924 to 1929 was, therefore, proportionately less than 
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in the case of the Suez Canal, while the Panama Canal 
traffic also suffered to a greater extent than the Suez 
Canal traffic from the decline in world trade between 
1929 and 1932, the 1932 traffic through the Panama 
Canal being actually well below that in 1924. 


In 1933 and 1934 the traffic through both canals 
showed marked improvement, though the 1934 traffic 
was still about 5 per cent. below the 1929 level in both 
eases. Following this improvement a partial decline 
took place in 1935, Suez Canal commercial traffic 
diminishing by 2°4 per cent. and Panama Canal traffic 
by 7:5 per cent. It will be observed that although 
traffic movements through the two canals have broadly 
followed the saine general trend from 1924 to 1935, the 
substantial disparity in favour of the Suez Canal, as 
regards absolute tonnage, which was reached in 1927 
has been maintained. 


Since the measurement of the tonnage of vessels 
passing through the Canals is in each case made accord- 
ing to special rules, no exact comparison of the volume 
of shipping using the two Canals is possible on the basis 
of figures recorded in terms of *‘Canal measurement.’’ 
For the Panama Canal, however, particulars of the 
national registered tonnage are also given in the original 
returns, while for the Suez Canal the returns published 
by the Egyptian Government—already mentioned— 
also show registered tonnage as well as net tonnage 
according to Canal measurement, and on these figures a 
comparison has been made of the relative importance 
of the shipping using the two Canals. The difference 
in tonnage has been substantially in favour of the Suez 
Canal in each year since 1927; such difference expressed 
as a percentage of the total Panama Canal traffic aver- 
aged 12 per cent. in 1928-30, and rose to 22 per cent. 
in 1981, 32 per cent. in 1932, and 30 per cent. in 1933; 
after a decline in 1934 to 18 per cent., the difference 
in favour of the Suez Canal rose again last year to 
about 30 per cent. 


An analysis of the figures relating to traffic through 
the Panama Canal will be made when the figures for 
the year ending June 30 are available, but the follow- 
ing table relating to the tonnage of commercial vessels 
passing through the Canal in the years 1934 and 1935 
is inserted here as it may be of interest for purposes of 
comparison with the figures given above relating to the 
Suez Canal :—

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1985 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Washing- 
ton reports that there was'a marked increase in the foreign 
trade of the United States in 1935, in spite of comparative 
stagnation in’ the early part of the year; but while exports 
increased by 7 per cent. ovér 1934, from 2,132,800,485 dollars 
to 2,281,799,948 dols., and imports by 24 per cent. from 
1,655,055,447 -dols. to 2,047,287,217 dols., the active mer- 
chandise trade balance fell heavily, from 477,745,038 dols, 
to 234,512,731 dols., and was ‘the lowest recorded for the 
last 25 years, with the exception of 1933, when the net 
balance was 225,400,000 dols.

The movement of gold, even after taking into account the 
changed value of the dollar, showed the largest value im- 
ported in any one year in the history of the United States, 
imports being 1,740,979,000 dols., an increase of 554,309,000 
dols. over 1934, and exports 1,960,000 dols., a decrease of 
50,798 dols. from 1934,' with an import balance of 
1,133,912,000 dols, for the year. 


Imports of silver were also heavy, 354,531,000 dols. and a 
balance of 335,730,000 dols., as compared with 102,725,000 
dols. and 2,250,000 dols. in 1934. 


CHANGES IN. TRADE 

A number of factors contributed to the changes in the 
character and size of the merchandise trade. Exports were 
hindered by economic conditions in the foreign markets of 
the United States, though some of these improved gradually 
during the year. They were also limited by import restric- 
tions, clearing and barter agreements, internal political 
difficulties and by a shortage of farm products due to the 
drought of 1934, which not only curtailed the quantities 
available for export, but made their sale abroad more diffi- 
cult by raising their domestic price. In spite of this, notable 
progress was made in certain commodities, particularly in 
various kinds of machinery and vehicles, which increased by 
43 million dols. and 37 million dols., respectively, and in 
petroleum products, fruits and nuts, unmanufactured cotton 
and chemicals. 


Imports, of which the average unit value was about 2 per 
cent. higher than in 1934, were stimulated by the shortage 
of farm products, those of animal and vegetable products, 
excluding crude rubber, increasing by 156 million dols. A 
14 per cent. improvement in industrial production also 
contributed by increasing the demand for foreign materials 
such as tin, silk, wool, precious stones and various forms of 
wood. 


Intensified industrial activity in its turn improved pur- 
chasing power and stimulated imports of certain classes 
of goods the demand for which is not covered by domestic

manufactures. An interesting increase is that of aniny 
tallow, from 1,625,000 dols. to 13,104,000 dols., which accoy, 
panied a price increase of about 30 per cent.

for 1935. 


DIRECTION OF TRADE 


Geographically, there was an increase in exports to mos 
countries. The three important exceptions were China anj 
Germany, which, owing to internal difficulties, were unabk 
to make their customary purchases, and Japan, which py. 
duced her imports of cotton from the United States. fy, 
ports to these countries fell by 30, 17 and 7 million dols,, 
respectively. The countries to which there were the mos 
striking increases were the United Kingdom, 51 milli 
dols., caused in part by increased purchases of cotton; 
Canada, 21 million dols.; Cuba, 15 million dols.; Australia, 
12 million dols.; the Soviet Union, 10 million dols. ; Mexico, 
10 million dols.; Italy,8 million dols.; South Africa, 8 million 
dols.; Belgium, 8 million dols.; and Argentina, 7 millioy 
dols. : 

The most important increases in imports were fron 
Canada, 55 million dols.; the United Kingdom, 40 million 
dols,; Argentina, 36 million dols.; Japan, 34 million dols,; 
Cuba, 25 million dols.; British Malaya, 24 million dols,; 
China, 21 million dols.; Belgium, 14 million dols.; the 
Netherlands, 12 million dols. ; Germany, 9 million dols, ; and 
the Philippine Islands, 9 million dols.

_ The month under review shows a considerable increase 
in the import of maize, crude oil, polished rice, pig and 
scrap iron and raw tobacco, whereas there was a decrease 
in the import of wool. On the export side there was an 
Increase in the export of pigs, red clover and lucerne seeds, 
fresh and prepared meat, eggs, and iron semi-manufactures. 
On the other hand, there was a decrease in the export of 
Wheat and electro-technical machines and apparatus.

SPAIN—TURKEY 
COMMERCIAL AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENTS 


On December 31 there were signed in Madrid between 
Spain and Turkey a Commercial Agreement, a Payments 
Agreement, a Protocol of Signature and Supplementary 
Notes. 

The Agreements, the text of which was published in the 
‘‘Gaceta de Madrid’”’ for January 23, are to remain. in 
force for a period of two years from January 1, and, unless 
one of the Parties denounces them three months before the 
end of that time, they will continue in force for a similar 
period. A summary of the Commercial Agreement is given 
below. 

Certain goods of Spanish origin, enumerated in a List B 
annexed to the Commercial Agreement, will be granted on 
their importation into Turkey percentage reductions of 
the existing duties. 

A further list of goods of Spanish origin will enjoy the 
most-faVoured-nation treatment on their importation into 
Turkey. 

Goods of Turkish origin enumerated in a List C will be 
granted the most-favoured-nation treatment on their im- 
portation into Spain, the Balearic Islands, the Canary 
Islands and all Spanish Colonies and Protectorates. 

All other Turkish products will be admitted inte Spain 
and the Balearic Islands on payment of the second column 
duties of the Spanish Tariff which are in force at the time 
of their dispatch, and into all other Spanish territory on 
payment of the import duties applicable to the most 
favoured nation. Reciprocal most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment is provided for as regards supplementary taxes,

SPAIN—TURKEY—Continued 


internal consumption and licence taxes and surtaxes and the 
like, increases and co-efficients, and also as regards the 
formalities and charges connected with the clearance of 
goods through the Customs. 


Provisions are included to deal with the situation in the 
case of the above accords not being fulfilled by either Party. 

Exceptions from the most-favoured-nation provisions in 
the foregoing paragraphs are privileges granted to neigh- 
bouring States to facilitate frontier traffic, and by Spain 
to Portugal and the countries of Latin-America, and by 
Turkey to any country in the Balkan Entente or which was 
formerly part of the Ottoman Empire. 


Fixed quotas are granted by Turkey for the import of 
certain Spanish products, including cotton tissues. The 
Turkish Government promises not to restrict the importa- 
tion of cork and manufactures thereof (Tariff No. 305) 
during the currency of the Agreement. Spain grants to 
Turkey fixed quotas for eggs and certain timber. 

There is also a provision that import licences which 
remain unused at the end of any quota period may be 
carried over to the following period, and if the quota 
allocated to either of the Parties is filled before the end 
of the period to which it refers, the other Party is to con- 
sider benevolently the requests of the first. 

Unconditional most-favoured-nation treatment is recipro- 
cally accorded as regards navigation and the transit of 
goods across the respective territories. 


All consignments of goods from the territory of the one 
Party to that of the other must be accompanied by a 
Certificate of Origin in duplicate, and the Agreement 
specifies the form of certificate to be used.

Wood Straw, Wood Wool and Timber.—The total quotas 
for the import of wood straw and wood wool (Tariff No. 
136 bis) and timber and timber wares (Tariff Nos. 128, 128 
bis, 597 and 600) during 1936 are fixed at 70 per cent. of 
those for 1935. Special quotas of 300,000 metric tons of 
timber, 100 metric tons of wood straw and 250 metric tons 
of timber wares are placed at the disposal of the Minister 
of Agriculture for allocation among the various supplying 
countries. A special supplementary quota has also been 
reserved for the import of those kinds of timber which were 
previously classified as fine or Island woods (Tariff No. 138) 
and which have now been classified as common timber (see 
the “ B.T.J.”’ of December 12, page 829); this quota has 
been fixed at 90 per cent. of the imports during 1935 of fine 
timber, other than teak, boxwood or mahogany. 


The import of the above goods continues to be subject 
to licence, and applications in respect of the first half of 
this year should be addressed to the ‘‘ Comité interprofes- 
sionnel des permis d’importation de bois, 5, rue de Condé, 
Paris (6e),”’ before April 20. The fee for the issue of 
licences is fixed at 1} frs, per metric ton for timber falling 
under Tariff Nos. 128, 128 bis, and 133, and at 1} frs. 
per 100 kilogs. for wood wool, wood straw and timber wares 
falling under Tariff Nos. 136 bis, 597 and 600. Persons 
possessing yards or workshops in France where workmen 
are employed for warehousing, sorting or working imported 
timber may have their allocations increased up to the limit 
of 20 per cent. of the respective quota. 


DESCRIPTION OF LEATHER 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Paris 
reports that a Bill to define the term “leather ’’ and to 
prevent fraud in the trade in this article was recently 
passed by the Chamber of Deputies. 

The Bill proposes to make it illegal to import, hold for 
purposes of sale, offer for sale or sell under the name of 
“leather,” with or without a qualification, any materials, 
whether or not presenting the appearance of leather, which 
are not a product obtained from animal skin by means of 
a tanning or impregnation process which keeps the natural 
formation of the fibres of leather. 

Products which do not fall within this definition, what- 
ever might be their apparent analogy to leather, might in 
no case be given a trade term including the word “ leather.”’ 
Administrative regulations would. fix the conditions under 
which products similar to leather and leather substitutes 
might be sold. 

The above provisions are not, however, to prevent ex- 
porters from using any trade terms legally recognised in 
the countries of destination.

Mining Royalties and Rents in the British Empire. Published 

by the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, London, S.W.7. 
Price, 3s, 6d. net. 

The amount and method of assessment of royalties are re- 
garded as matters of considerable importance in the develop- 
ment and prosperity of a mining industry. The extent of 
these royalty charges may be illustrated by the fact that coal 
in Great Britain pays nearly £5 million per annum; in the 
Federated Malay States, tin pays nearly £1 million, whereas 
inthe Union of South Africa the profits tax, excess profits 
duty, etc., on the gold industry produced over £13 million 
per annum in 1934-35. 

In view of the recent announcement of the British Govern- 
ment’s intentions in regard to the unification of coal-mining 
tyalties, it is particularly opportune that the Minera] Re- 
sources Department of the Imperial Institute should now issue 
an up-to-date and authoritative work on ‘‘ Mining Royalties 
and Rents in the British Empire,’’ a work in the compilation of 
which it has had the co-operation of over 70 members of 
overseas mining departments and some hundreds of companies 
working mineral deposits in the United Kingdom. 

Following an introduction dealing briefly with royalty 

systems in general, the main subject-matter is divided into 
two parts. In Part I (132 pp.) the statement for each country 
opens with a summary as regards the ownership and right to 
work minerals (whether vested in the Government or in private 
persons) and in this connection attention may be drawn to the 
weful statement regarding the rather complex conditions pre- 
vailing in the Union of South Africa. -Néxt follow details of 
royalties and export duties leviable on minerals and metals, 
and the period, terms of renewal and ‘‘ dead ’’ or sub-surface 
tents of mining leases. 
_In Part IT (29 pp.) the royalties and export duties detailed 
in Part I have been summarised for reference purposes, under 
eight groups, i.e. coal; petroleum and natural gas; bituminous 
and oil shales ; ores of iron and of the ferro-alloy metals ; base 
metals; precious metals; precious stones; and miscellaneous 
minerals. 

A glance through the document shows that royalties levied 
OM certain minerals (e.g. coal) are roughly uniform in many 
parts of the Empire, but in the case of other minerals (¢.g.

The latest issue of the Bulletin of the Imperial Institute 
contains an important report by the Imperial Institute Advi- 
sory Committee on Hides and Skins on a series of hides 
prepared experimentally in Southern Rhodesia with a view 
to improving the material turned out by the natives. It is 
shown that a simple method of drying the hides which was

recommended by the Committee gives excellent results, as it 
did in the case of earlier experiments in East Africa, and is 
a great improvement over the ordinary native methods of 
sun-drying. 

An article by Mr. M. H. French, of the Tanganyika Veterin- 
ary Service, records the work which has been done in that 
Territory to improve the quality of the clarified butter (ghee) 
produced there. This product, although little known in this 
country, is of great importance in tropical regions, since when 
properly prepared and stored it will keep almost indefinitely 
under conditions where ordinary butter turns rancid in a few 
days. The article should prove of great interest and value 
to the African colonies, India and other parts of the tropics 
where ghee is prepared. 

Much attention has been drawn in the last few years to the 
gold discoveries in Kenya Colony, but relatively little has been 
said about the gold deposits of its neighbour Tanganyika. An 
article by Dr. E. O. Teale, Mineral Adviser to the Govern- 
ment of that Territory, describing recent developments in gold 
mining in the country is therefore of special interest. It is 
twenty-five years since gold mining was started in the Mwanza, 
Musoma and Mkalama district, while ten years or so later the 
Lupa Goldfield was discovered. The earlier attempts to 
develop the fields were hampered by transport difficulties, but 
railways have now been extended and motor transport and 
roads developed, while the Imperial Airways port at Mbeya, 
adjacent to the Lupa Goldfield, brings that area within six 
days of London and a day and a half from Johannesburg. The 
recent discovery of workable coal within 25 miles of the 
western edge of this field offers the prospect of a valuable 
source of power for that area. The total gold production of 
the Territory has grown steadily from 1,325 ozs, in 1923 to 
54,702 ozs. in 1934, while new large-scale operations will, it is 
expected, augment the output very materially in the near 
future. 

Another article gives a brief outline of the mineral resources 
of Johore, one of the little-known Unfederated States of 
Malaya. Alluvial tin ore is being mined in three different 
areas. In another area iron-ore is being mined, and unworked 
deposits are known to occur in three further regions. Gold 
and china-clay are being produced in small amounts, while 
wolfram has been found in one locality and prospecting for 
coal is being carried on in two places. 

Both these mineral articles are illustrated by sketch-maps 
of the countries concerned. 

Subjects dealt with in the ‘‘ Notes ’’ section include, among 
many others, the cultivation of lemongrass and the distillation 
of its oil; progress in the establishment of a reindeer herd in 
Canada; the evidence for a concealed coalfield under the 
Thames mouth; the recent attempts to develop the Italian 
coalfields ; development in the production of petroleum and 
natural gas in Alberta; the efforts which are being made to 
prepare alumina from clay and other silicates; the use of 
magnesite-talc rock from the Sudan as a refractory, and the 
development of forsterite-periclase bricks; a summary of the 
results of the Water Pollution Research Board’s work on base- 
exchange water-softeners; and the coloration of glass by 
mineral compounds.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its comman( 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprisy 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or othe 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, wher 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer. 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods mam. 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or writte 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Stree, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as th 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti. 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign tom 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri. 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms, 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit 
an overseas country. It is also important that they should 
make a point of their representatives abroad keeping in 
close touch with the Department's officers. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Con- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents it 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad cat 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information 1 
quired not be available in London, the Department wil 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant's 
behalf. 


When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries # 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa 
tion required.
